Respiratory Therapy ... A Career for Now and for the Future 

Respiratory Therapy - the allied health speciality instrumental in 
the diagnosis, treatment, management and preventive care of patients 
with cardio-pulmonary problems - has come to the Mount. Often 
described as the 'fastest growing' allied health profession, 
respiratory therapy offers persons interested in caring for others the 
opportunity of serving as vital members of the health care team. 
Respiratory therapists work alongside physicians, nurses and other 
ancillary health workers in providing for the cardio-pulmonary 
well-being of the patient. 

The program at Mount St. Mary's follows the ! two-plus-two ,: design. 
At the Doheny Campus, an Associate Degree curriculum is offered to 
prepare individuals to enter the profession. Graduates will be 
qualified to assume staff positions in hospitals throughout the 
United States. Those desiring to obtain leadership positions within 
the profession can continue at the Chalon Campus and earn a Bachelor's 
Degree. Both programs will follow guidelines established by the 
American Medical Association in collaboration with the American 
Association for Respiratory Therapy. 

The duties and responsibilities of respiratory therapists will continue 
to grow in the coming years as health care in general expands. To 
choose respiratory therapy as a profession is to choose adventure, 
discovery and unlimited future challenge. Further details can be 
obtained by contacting Patrick J. Dunne, RRT, Director of the 
Program, in Office 14, Bldg.

New Policy Concerning Renewal of Financial Aid : 

To be eligible for renewal of financial aid for each semester, a stu- 

FOR FINANCIAL AID dent must be eligible to re-enroll as determined by the appropriate 

academic office. 

DISMISSAL (from MSMC COLLEGE BULLETIN 1978-80, p. 16): 

A student is subject to dismissal for the following reasons: 

1. Failure to maintain a minimum GPA of 1.0 during any term. 

2. Failure to maintain a minimum GPA of 2.0 during a probationary term. 

The A. A. dean has the power to dismiss students and to suspend dismissal. She may also re- 
commend that the Admissions Committee reinstate a dismissed student on a probationary basis.

INTER-CAMPUS TRANSFER PROCEDURES 

Inter-Campus Transfer is an application procedure for students who wish to transfer from the 
Doheny Campus to the Chalon Campus of Mount St. Mary's College. The requirements for admis- 
sion are listed on page 26 of the College Handbook. Students transferring should have a 
minimum of a 2.25 cumulative grade point average. (Some majors have special requirements). 

The following information will be beneficial if you are considering an Inter-Campus Transfer: 

PROCEDURE FOR INTER-CAMPUS TRANSFER 

1. Inter-Campus Transfer Applications are available in the Admissions Office, 
Building #7. There is no charge for this service. 

2. Complete the application, including official recommendations of: 

a. Academic Advisor. (Sufficient for those without a speciali- 

zation direc. tor.) 

b. Specialization Director. 

c. Dean of Associate in Arts Program. 

d. Financial Aid Director (if applicable). 

3. Go to Building #10, Registrar's Office, and request a transcript of com- 
pleted MSMC work as well as a copy of the Transfer Credit Evaluation form 
of course work completed at other colleges. 

4. Submit the completed form, MSMC transcripts, and evaluation form to the 
Admissions Office, #7. 

5. The Admissions Office will review your application and transcripts. You 
will be informed by a letter of the decision. 

NURSING STUDENTS : Since the implementation of the B.S. Nursing Program at 
the Doheny Campus, effective Fall, 1979, additional space is available for 
Doheny Students to continue their education at Mount St. Mary's. The Chair- 
person of the Nursing Department makes the official decision regarding ac- 
ceptance to the Baccalaureate Degree Program. Among the factors to be con- 
sidered: Academic Progress, health, and aptitude for the nursing profession. 

Those students who still need general education courses, (those not ready for 
the Senior Year), and wish to attend PART-TIME will follow the same procedure 
for application. Upon satisfactory completion of the required courses, the 
student will be reviewed for acceptance Into the Department of Nursing. 

6. If you are interested in Housing, and indicate this on your Inter-Campus Trans- 
fer Application, the Residence Director will be informed by the Admissions 
Office. 

7. The Admissions Office x*ill refer you to the appropriate chairperson of your 
department for advisement. 

Students applying for the following fall semester pre-register for courses in the late spring 
along with other Chalon students. 

DEADLINE: The deadline for applications of students wishing to pursue their 
studies in Nursing in the Fall Semester is MARCH 1, 1979. 

OTHER STUDENTS are encouraged to apply by March 15, 1979. This 
deadline is established to insure registration in the classes 
you need for the following semester, as well as to make arrange- 
ments for housing.

IMPORTANT FINANCIAL AID INFORMATION 

The passage of the Middle Income Student Assistance Act (?.L. 95-566) will make more than one 
million additional students eligible for financial aid in 1979-3C. It is estimated that 80% 
or more of college students will be eligible for some type of aid. Because of the many changes 
in formulas, percentages and regulations, WE URGE YOU to apply for aid for 1979-80. The only 
way to find out if you qualify is to go through the application process. Income ceilings and 
limits can be deceptive because of the many facets considered in determining need. 

The main areas affected by this bill are: 

Basic Educational Opportunity Grant (5E0G) 

1. Allowable Family Income Level raised 

2. Formula for Independent students changed drastically - many independents will 
be eligible for basic grant now 

Guaranteed Student Loan (GSL) - formally Federally Insured Student Loan (FISL) 

Income ceiling for determining eligibility removed. Applications no longer require 
family financial information or parents and/or spouses signature. A needs analysis 
is no longer required for a Guaranteed Student Loan ONLY. (This is new in effect 
for Spring 1979 as well as academic year 1979-80. Students already packaged may 
apply for Spring, but the total aid received may not exceed total student budget.) 
Loans are still subject to lender approval.
